There will be a reason for 
it coming after the election. 
The Democrats in Washington 
want Democrats elected in Ala- 
bama regardless of who they 
are, Another reason it could 
come soon after the November 
election is that intergration will 
be accepted and the heat cooled 
during the two years before the 
next presidential election and 
certainly before the next go- 
vernor’s election. It could be 
that electing Republicans in 
Alabama this fall would halt 
the strict force of the guide- 
lines for a short time more than 


anything else, Alabama would be 
recognized by the national De.

Board of Education as defen- 
dents, Public money cannot le- 
gally be used for the segregat- 
ed private schools which were 
established to prevent interga- 
tion, 

When the people of Alabama 
realize that a mistake has been 
made it will be too late to do 
anything about it, is my opinion, 
I have never seen a mistake 
correct a mistake, We are tra- 
ditionally southern and wedon’t 
like to be forced to accept any- 
thing. 


Don’t ask me how to correct 
all these problems, I can’t and 
that is why I haven’t said any- 
thing about the political foot- 
ball now being rubber-stamped 
at the state capitol. I don’t 
have a solution to offer. 

Some say ‘why accept with- 
out a fight’?, But we stand 
just about as much of a chance 
Winning in this as we did in the 
Civil War, The only thing ac- 
complished then was the loss of 
thousands of lives, homes de- 
Stroyed, suffering and unhappi- 
ness in all families of north 
and south, the white race and 
the balck race, We fought for a 


cause, we _ said, but few 
remember what the ‘cause’ 
was, 


It may sound corny but I 
perfer to use my strength where 
I stand a chance of at least 
breaking even. We of the older 
generation, both white and 


n black, can’t accept the changes 


of our traditional way of life 
without an emotional mixed-up 
resentment, 

But suppose we use our in- 
fluence on our children to be 
able to live together with all 
people and at the same time keep 
the race pure. That is where we 
need to use our strength and 
influence, That is the important 
thing.

fice, who begins tracing the 
call. The tone cannot be heard 
either by the telephoneterrorist 
or the victim, Only the switch- 
man using special earphones 
can pick it up,

IT’S UP TO YOU

Welfare Poverty for All 


N the news recently was the 

story of a rich suburban com- 
munity where the average family 
income is about 
$14 thousand. 
Not one poor 
child can be 
found in the 
schools, but the 
e community has 
nevertheless ap- 
plied for $33,- 
551.15 in federal 
anti-poverty 
funds to provide 
instruction for 
children who find 
difficulty in 
learning. The su- 
perintendent of the school sys- 
tem said, “Our judgment was 
that this money is available, all 
of it money which all of us as 
taxpayers contributed, " The al- 
location of such poverty funds is 
based on the assumption that 
every community must have some 
families earning less than $2,000 
a year. Eyen though this com- 
munity has no families in that 
category or anything approach- 
ing it, it nevertheless expected to 
get the money. 

This story illustrates the es- 
sential reason why the welfare 
state cannot be permanent, but 
will inevitably bankrupt itself. 
Millions of people do not need 
social security, medicare, subsi- 
dized housing and anti-poverty 
money of various kinds. But real- 
izing that they have to pay the 
bills for the generous handouts 
all the way around, they usually 
convince themselves that they 
might as well share in the 
bounty. Welfare for the needy 
tends to become welfare for 
everybody, and when it does we 
are taxing ourselves to pay our- 
selves. To be sure, some are more 
heavily taxed than others, but 
this process of itself will finally 
reduce that class of citizens down 
to the general level. In the end 
we shall be endeavoring to lift 
ourselves by our boot straps, and 
there will be nothing but poverty 
to distribute. In the last analysis, 
the welfare state anti-poverty 
program must inevitably result 
in general poverty for all our 
citizens, 

There might be one exception. 
The political bosses and their 
henchmen who have access to the 
public treasury will probably 
fare rather well. 

In defense of state welfarism 
it will be said that we cannot let 
needy people suffer. That is cer- 
tainly true, but they could and 
would be cared for by non-goy- 
ernment organizations estab- 
lished for that purpose. Such 
organizations would administer 
relief only to those who were in 
need, Every effort would be made 
to restore such people to a self- 
supporting basis. Relief would be 
available for the vorthy poor, 
but would not become general for 
everybody regardless of need, as 
we see happening before our eyes 
in the state welfarism which we 
have adopted. Government ad- 
ministered relief will destroy our 
self-government and our freedom 
and eventually lead us into the 
totalitarian state.

Rural Loans 
Available 


The Farmers’ Home 
Administration under pro- 
visions in Title V of the 


Housing Act of 1949, as 
amended, makes rural 
housing loans in small 


towns, The loans are made 
to anyone living in rural 
areas and small rural com- 
munities with population up 


; to 5,500 which are not a 


part of a larger city. 

Funds may be used to 
finance dwellings, building 
sites and essential farm 
service buildings. These 
loans are made to appli- 
cants who are unable to 
obtain the necessary credit 
from private lenders, 

* These loans may be used 
to construct new houses, 
remodel and repair rural 
homes, to provide water 
for farmstead and house- 
hold use. In addition to 
major construction, funds 
are available to modernize 
homes, add bathrooms, 
central heating, modern 
kitchens, and other home 
improvements, as well as 
to enlarge or remodel farm 
service buildings. 

Funds may be used to 
purchase a previously oc- 
cupied house and lot or 
to buy a minimum ade- 
quate site on which to build, 
as well as to build or 
repair a home on land al- 
ready owned, 

To be eligible for a 
housing loan, you must be 
without decent, safe, and 
sanitary housing and be 
unable to finance the need- 
ed improvements with your 
own resources or with 
credit from other sources, 

These loans are sched- 
uled for repayment within 
a period consistent with 
the borrower’s ability to 
repay. The maximum is 
33 years, 

Housing loans are made 
to provide adequate dwell- 
ings which are economi- 
cally designed for families 
with low or moderate in- 
comes. The dwellings must 
be modest in size, design 
and cost, Loans average 
around $10,000 and vary 
in size depending on the 
needs of the family. New 
dwellings average about 
1200 square feet of living 
area. The interest rate is 
based on tlt: family in- 
come. Low or moderate 
income will pay 5% and 
above moderate income 
will pay 6:1/4% interest.
